PREVALENGE  OF  AND  GONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISE/xSEo 

The  member  of  cases  of  infections  diseases  notified,  during 
the  year  was  much  the  same  as  in  the  provrious  year  with  the  exception 
of  Diphtheria,  Measles  and  Whooping  Gough,  in  each  of  which  was  a 
marked  decline. 

Diphtheria  cases  notified  dropped  from  62  in  1941  to  39? 
Measles  from  233  5^  and  Whooping  Gough  from  91  to  13o 

The  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  is  most 
satisfactory  and  it  appears  that  the  immunisation  of  the  children 
so  far  carried  out,  although  not  so  complete  as  I  would  have  wished, 
is  now  having  its  effect. 

During  the  year,  every  village,  even  the  most  remote  hamlet. 
Was  visited  and  facilities  offered  to  the  residents  to  take  advantage 
of  the  protection.  In  this  respect,  the  Wollaston  Ambulance  as  a 
mobile  unit  proved  of  inestimable  vaiu.Go  During  the  year  798  children 
received  treatment,  490  under  five  years,  and  303  between  five  and 
fifteen  years.  In  addition  to  this  460  children  received  a  third 
injection.  In  my  report  for  last  year  I  mentioned  that  I  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  figures  for  the  under  five  group,  and  that  a  special 
effort  was  being  made  to  reach  those®  I  am  happy  to  report  that  this 
has  proved  successful.  This  is  shown  by  the  figures  in  the  half  yearl,^ 
returns  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

On  the  30tho  -June  1942,  33%  of  the  children  under  five  and 
37%  five  to  fifteen  had  received  treatment®  At  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  the  figures  for  this  year  (30th£,  June  1943)  are  63% 
under  five  and  92© 2^  five  to  fifteen  years®  This  is  a  great  advance 
and  I  attribute  the  success  to  two  factor^,  (1)  direct  approach  to  the
